CASUALTIES IN MODERN BATTLES. 

A paper upon “The Effect of the Modern Small Caliber 
Rifles, and their Bearing on the Military Surgery of 
Future Wars,” read by Maj. Alfred C. Girard, Surgeon 
of the U. S. A., before the Salt Lake Co., Utah, Medical 
Society, has been published in pamphlet form. Maj. 
Girard recalls the objections made to the Chassepot 
rifle when it was first introduced, because the injuries 
inflicted by its comparatively small bore bullet resemble 
very much the effect of the so-called Express rifles which 
were prohibited in the Geneva convention. This led to a 
vast number of experiments and investigation to deter- 
mine the cause of this peculiar injury. The explanation 
now generally accepted is that it is the result of impact 
nt a velocity which is too great to permit the lateral 
displacements imparted to the circumference of the per- 
foration, and communicates the shock in all directions 
us far as the continuity of the object extends. 

“This effect is a twofold one—hydrostatic when liquid 
or semi-liquid parts, or a direct transmission in very 
compact tissues, such as the brittle parts of bones. It 
does not depend on deformation of the bullet, conse- 
quently the jacket of the new projectile and its preserva- 
tion of shape are no protection. The principal factors 
are velocity and diameter of the missile. As the old bul- 
let had a greater diameter and the new one a greater 
velocity, they seem to compensate each other, and the 
explosive effect of the two projectiles remains the same 
as to effect, but, unfortunately, is carried sti:l further 
by the new one.” 

Experiments have shown that the injuries inflicted by 
the small bore bullet are not to be explained by the 
formation of indirect projectiles in the body, such as 
detached pieces of bone; by the rotation of the bullet; 
nor by the fusion of the lead and the scattering of the 
molten particles. Dr. Girard concludes that what we 
shall have to deal with in future wars are, simple per- 
forations in wounds of the soft parts, severe bone in- 
juries as a rule, involving the whole bone, except where 
the epiphyses are struck, and then only at a range of 
GOO meters and over. As the modern repeating rifle 
can deliver forty shots in a minute with fair accuracy, 
and with a velomiy up to 6,000 yards, suflicient t+ per- 
forate an abdominal cavity, the German estimate of the 
increase of five per cent. in casualties is a conservative 
one. Owing to the long range of the bullet medical 
officers will be subjected to increased risks, and to keep 
them out of the firing line “the first dressing stations 
should be at least 3,000 yards behind it, unless some 
condition of the ground permitted closer ap- 
proach. The removal of wounded should not take p!ace 
until the firing line is removed to a distance of 3,000 
yards, or the firing has ceased. la their transport to the 
lirst-dressing station not only the bearers would be 
greatly exposed, but the wounded themselves, and it 
would be better to instruct the men that when hit they 
would be safer in lying still than in trying to reach the 
rear. If general instruction was given to the men what 
to do in case of hemorrhage, the wounded on the line of 
battle, could, during a lull in the fight, be succored by 
their comrades to prevent at least death by hemorrhage. 

“The first-dressing station should, therefore, during the 
actual fighting, expect to succor only those who by them- 
selves find their way to them and casual cases happening 
within safe range. No attempt should be made to evacu- 
ate the wounded from the battlefield until the close of 
the fighting, or suflicient advance of the line of battle, 
then the first-dressing station pushed to the closest pos- 
sible vicinity, the wounded collected, the dressings ap- 
plied and the most necessary operations performed. 

“The collection of the wounded, in order to still more 
shorten the time of their exposure, would Le performe 
by the reserves, or any troops not engaged in the fight, 
if there are any, and for this purpose all enlisted men 
should receive a limited instruction in first aid and litter 
service, so as to enable them to apply an ocelusive band- 
age, a splint, and properly lift the wounded. Each man, 
as provided in the German Army, shonld earry some 
form of first-aid packet. 

“Unless a particularly safe location ean be found for 
the field hospital, it should be established out of range 
of field artillery and the extreme range of the modern 
rifle, or at least 8,000 yards from the firing line. The 
need of medical assistance on the firing line to arrest 
hemorrhage is one of the bugbears which modern statis- 
tics have laid on the shelf. Out of 87,822 wounds tabu- 
lated in Circular No. 6, Surgeon General's Office, of 1855, 
forty-four gunshot wounds of arteries were registered, 
or 0.05 per cent. Since from the experiments of the 
German Commission it is shown that injuries of large 
arteries are rare with the modern rifle, and they of neces- 
sity being fatal, especially as the hemorrhage is usually 
internal and cannot readily be recognized, the hem- 
orrhage calling for treatment will usually be confined to 
the smaller vessels, which will probably be arrested 
either spontaneously by the lessened pressure resulting 
from shock and loss of blood, or by an occlusive band- 
age,”

The announcement this week that Capt. James O’Kane 
will be retired Sept. 30, coupled with reports of pro- 
spective changes in important Navy commands, has 
given a little impetus to Navy personnel matters which 
have been extremely dull during the dog days. Capt. 
O’Kane will be retired under the law which permits offi- 
cers to retire at their own request after forty years’ 
service. His retirement advances Comdr. Charles Bar- 
clay to the grade of Captain, and thereby makes an- 
other officer eligible for assignment to one of the impor- 
tant ship commands soon to be vacant. Within a few 
weeks Capt. Schley, of the New York, and Capt. Miller, 
of the Raleigh, will be relieved from their respective 
commands, and assigned to shore duty. For these two 
ships and the Puritan and the Brooklyn, the next new 
vessels to be placed in commission, there are just four 
Captains eligible—Capts. Cook, Taylor, Chester and Bar- 
clay. It is understood to be practically settled that Capt. 
Cook will be assigned to the new cruiser Brooklyn, 
though the detail for this vessel will not be prepared 
until Secretary Herbert returns from his European trip. 
Chief Engr. Ford and Capt. Cook are the only two offi- 
cers known to be definitely slated for this vessel. Capt. 
Taylor, who is now in command of the Naval War Col- 
lege, will probably be Capt. Schley’s successor in com- 
mand of the New York, and Capt. Chester, the new com- 
mander of the Raleigh. This leaves Capt. Barclay for 
thé Puritan, and the general belief is that he will be 
given that command. The expectation is that she will 
be placed in commission about Dec. 1, simultaneously 
with the Brooklyn. The Newark will be the next vessel 
to be placed out of commission. She will be brought 
north from Key West for this purpose in about a month. 


Though our Government does not admit that it is a 
party to the agreement of the powers which prohibited 
vessels carrying more than six guns to enter the Bos- 
phorus, we have never failed to ask Turkey’s permission 
before ordering a war vessel to Constantinople. When 
this permission was asked seven months ago it was re- 
fused and it is doubted whether a similar request would 
be any more successful. The Bancroft stops en route 
at Fayal for coal and thence proceeds direct to Gibraltar. 
The Cincinnati sails direct to the Mediterranean on leav- 
ing New York. Both ships have been fitted out for a 
three years’ cruise. The following orders in connection 
with the assignment of the Cincinnati to the European 
squadron were made public on Wednesday.

Sir: The*vessel under your command is hereby de- 
tached from the North Atlantic squadron, and you will 
proceed with her not later than the 19th inst. at the most 
economical rate of speed to Gibraltar. Upon your ar- 
rival there report to the Commander-in-Chief for duty 
in the squadron under his command.

An order was issued from Army headquarters on Fri- 
day, Sept. 18, authorizing the following extensive changes 
in stations of regiments. The movements are to take 
place as soon as practicable, and will all be made by rail. 
The 15th Inf., now at Fort Sheridan, is to relieve the 
24th Inf. in Arizona; the 24th Inf. is to relieve the 16th 
Inf. at Fort Douglas, Utah; the 16th Inf. is to relieve 
the 4th Inf. in Idaho; the 4th Inf., to relieve the 15th 
Inf. at Fort Sheridan; the 3d Art., now in Florida and 
Louisiana, is to relieve the 5th Art. in California, and the 
5th Art. is to take the stations of 3d in the South. The 
3d Art. went to California in 1853 and was shipwrecked, 
and part of it came east at beginning of the war and re- 
mained at close of the war. The Secretary of War has 
also authorized Gen. Ruger to make an exchange of sta- 
tion between Battery K (Curtis), at Fort Trumbull, and 
H (Grugan), at Fort Schuyler. 


The Board of Ordnance and Fortification at its meet- 
ing this week made an allottment of $33,000 for building 
a ten-inch Brown segmental wire wound gun. The Brown 
zun was brought to the attention of ordnance officers in 
1891. In 1893 a five-inch gun was built and tested. 
Since that time various experiments have been made and 
the results obtained seem to warrant the building of the 
big gun now proposed. The gun consists essentially of a 
segmental core wound with wire under such tension that 
the compression between the longitudinal segments of the 
core thereby will be more than sufficient to resist all 
ordinary power pressure.

The twenty-seventh annual reunion of the Society of 
the Army of the Potomac began at Burlington, Vt., Sept. 
16. The streets were filled with visitors early in the 


day, hundreds of spectators having flocked in from miles 
around to participate in the festivities. The principa} 
events of the day were the annual parade with review by 
the Governor and staff and Mayor Peck and a business 
meeting at which the election of a president to succeed 
Maj. Gen. John Gibbons, U. 8. A., deceased, was to take 
place. In the evening public exercises were held in the 
Howard Opera House, where the Governor and Mayor 
welcomed the visitors. The oration was delivered by 
Maj. Gen. Orlando Smith, U. S. Veterans of Baltimore, 
Corps meetings were held in the morning of Wednesday, 
Thursday was occupied in driving through Burlington 
and Fort Ethan Allen, and in an excursion on Lake 
Champlain. The annual banquet was given at the Van 
Ness House in the evening. We shall have a further ac. 
count of the meeting next week. 


The Ordnance Department, U. S. A., has succeeded in 
etting work fairly started on the sixteen-inch coast de- 
ense gun. The contract for the forgings for the gun 
have been awarded to the Bethlehem Company, and the 
company are mares pospecsmems to execute the work as 
rapidly as possible. reat interest is felt in the outcome 
of the experiment—for such it is—as this will be the first 
gun of this size ever built in this country. The contract 
for the forgings was taken at the price authorized by 
congress—twenty-four cents per pound—and the company 
in making the contract did so at a very low rate. The 
company does not doubt its ability to furnish satisfactory 
forgings, although the risk in this experimental work is 
hardly covered by the price at which the work was 
accepted. 











Bids were opened at the Navy Department Friday for 
the construction of thirteen torpedo boats under authority 
conferred by the Act in June providing also three battle 
ships. ‘Che bill limited the cost of the fleet to $1,300,000, 
of which sum three of the torpedo boats were to cost not 
exceeding $800,000. These latter vessels are to be of the 
highest class yet attempted by the Government and are 
expected to develop thirty knots an hour or better and 
have a large radius of action. Under the bids of the De- 
porteens, Bass are called for two types of ships approxi- 
mately 105 feet long, 12% feet beam, 4% feet draft, 68 
tons displacement, and a speed of 20 knots for a_ two 
hours’ run. ey will carry as armament two single 
feck torpedo tubes and one 1-pounder rapid-fire gun. 
The Department offers no by for excess of speed 
but will impose a penalty of $10,000 for each knot below 
the speed requirement. Bidders are also privileged to 
submit plans of their own for 22%4-knot vessels having 1 
length of 140 feet, displacement of 150 tons, and a 
horse-power of 1,700. Every latitude will be permitted 
the builders of the new vessels, speed being the main re 
quirement of the Department. Twenty-five firms 
asked for plans, and the number of bidders en- 
tering the competition was surprisingly large. It 
is expected that the awards will be made next week, 
so that the work on the hoats may be begun with 
cut unnecessary delay. The completion of these boats, 
with six now under way, will give the Navy a fleet of 
nearly two dozen boats of this type. 








For some weeks past Lieut. Whittlesey, of the Bureau 
of Navigation, has been engaged in revising the Navy 
uniform regulations to conform to the changes which 
have been authorized by orders since the last publication 
was issued. He will conclude his labors this week, and 
unless there is some unexpected delay on the part of the 
printer the new volume will be available for distribution 
by Nov. 1. The illustrations will be a great improve 
ment over those contained in the old book. The types of 
the American naval officer and sailor as represented in 
the old Regulations were a disgrace to the service, and 
will not, we are glad to say, be repeated. The uniforms 
will be represented without figures, the handsome officers 
of the service having refused to furnish their photographs 
for the purpose, and the authorities being unwilling to 
trust the artist to use an outsider for a model for fear 
of a aapemisen of the crime committed by the artist 
responsible for the pictures in the old Regulations. The 
officer who served as a model on the last occasion was 
really a very handsome man, but no one ever discovered 
it from the pictures produced by the artist. 








The departure this week of the warship Bancroft for 
the Mediterranean, to be followed in a day or two by the 
Cincinnati, has resulted in attention again being drawn 
to the probable policy of our Government toward Tur 
key. ‘There has been for several months, and continues 
to be, much uncertainty relative to the course the Presi- 
dent will adopt in event that British ships force the 
Bosphorus. This uncertainty has been heightened by the 
unexpected orders to the practice vessel Bancroft and 
those detaching the Cincinnati from the North Atlantic 
station and assigning her to the fleet under Adml Self- 
ridge. No significance is attached to the latter orders, 
however, as the Marblehead is to be relieved on the 
arrival of the Cincinnati and ordered home, there being 
no increase in the strength of the squadron. It is not 
admitted officially that the mission of the Bancroft is 
to take her place as a United States guardship off Con- 
stantinople, but there is no doubt that her orders contem- 
plate the possibility of her entering the Golden Horn if 
she can get there without offending Turkey. It is quite 
certain further that no permission for the ship to enter 
the Bosphorus has been received from the Porte. 


_ Deliveries of the first lot of the new Lee magazine 
rifle for the Navy will begin next week and after that it 
is expected one hundred will be completed each day. 
Sundays excepted, until the 10,000 called for by the cor 
tract have been furnished the Navy and Marine Corps. 
The first consignment will consist of 500 rifles which are 
to be at once sent to the new armored cruiser Brookly2 
for service. As fast as other deliveries are made the 
ships of the Navy now in active service will be furnished 
and gradually the old gun now in use displaced and sent 
to the Arsenals ashore. The new rifle is claimed by the 
Naval Ordnance officers to be almost perfect in action. 
and predictions are made that it will prove one of the 
best small arms adopted in this country. Its caliber is 
but 23.4, or the smallest yet in general use here. A* 
compared to the new Army gun, the Navy rifle is not 
only of a reduced caliber but is a pound lighter. (One 
hundred and fifty rounds of ammunition will be carri 
by those armed with the gun, while the bayonet wil! be 
much lighter than that of the Army piece. The penetrat- 
ing power of the bullet is said to be higher than that of 
any gun tested by the Navy, while the trajectory of the 
projectile’s flight is flat and the accuracy of the piec 
excellent, The number of rifles required for the Navy 
and Marine Corps will probably be fully twelve thousa 
although the present contract call for but ten thousand 
guns. Additional rifles, it is said at the Department. 
will be purchased soon after those now being manufac 
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BIDS FOR BATTLESHIPS. 


The bids opened at the Navy Department this week for 
the construction of three first-class battleships under the 
act of Congress approved in June will lead to an equita- 
ble distribution of the work among the three leading ship 
yards of the country and they emphasize the fact that 
two other firms are hereafter to be considered in the 
class of competitors in this type of naval shipbuilding. 
The sums for which the yards offered to undertake the 
vessels show that the price of building such ships has not 
materially changed in the last year, and has probably ad- 
yanced some little if the bid of the Newport News m- 
pany, Which was about $300,000 above that on a similar 
type of vessels nine months ago, is to be accepted as a 
fair example. This company on the Kearsarge and Ken- 
tucky offered to construct those vessels for $2,250,000 
each, while the bids of the Cramps and the Union Iron 
Works of San Francisco on the vessels differed but little 
from those submitted for the three ships lately author- 
ized. The decision of the Board of Bureau Chiefs, to 
whom the bids were referred, that each of the three 
above-mentioned firms be awarded one vessel, has met 
with the approval of the Department, and it is expected 
the awards will be so made. This will give the Califor- 
nia firm its first Government contract for two or three 
years; Will increase the number of vessels building for 
the Government by the Virginia firm from two battle- 
ships and three gunboats to three battleships, and the 
Cramps firm to two battleshi,s, exclusive of the cruiser 
Brooklyn, now practically completed. 

The act under which they were authorized provided 
that contracts shall be awarded within ninety days of its 
passage, so that the successful bidders should have the 
vessels in hand not later than Oct. 8 next. The entrance 
of the Bath Company and that of John Dialogue, of 
Camden, N. J., into the field was a subjcet of favorable 
comment by the Navy officials, who are gratified to see 
the active interest taken by such firms in governmental 
naval work. The remarkably slight difference of the 
bids between the highest and lowest bidders shows fur- 
ther how close each yard must have calculated on the 
work. The difference between the bid of the Cramps 
and that of the Dialogue Company was but $11,000, 
while that of the Newport News Company and the 
Cramps was but $55,000 in favor of the former firm. 
Monday last, when the proposals were opened, the lead- 
ing shipbuilders were represented at the Department, 
and, besides, there were present the bureau chiefs and 
the Assistant Secretary of the Navy. Five firms sub- 
mitted proposals as follows: John Dialogue & Sens, of 
Cumden, one battleship for $2,661,000; Bath Iron 
Works, Bath, Me., one battleship for $2,680,000; New- 
port News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company, one 
battleship for $2,595,000; William Cramp & Sons’ Ship- 
building and Engine Company, one battleship for $2,- 
650,000; two battleships for, each, $2,650,000, there be- 
ing no difference in the bid for building one ship from 
that for two. It was apparent on examining the bids 
that the prices were comparatively low and close, con- 


sidering the business conditions forced sharp com- 
petition. It was also apparent that the Newport 
News bid was the lowest for one ship, and that 


to take two at the same price, the 
Ihepartment would have been probably compelled to 
award it the contract. But the Cramps were the only 
firm that cared to undertake two of the vessels, and 
their proposals for each was considered extremely low 
and moderate. The bill of the Camden firm was also 
deemed remarkably reasonable, considering this firm has 
not yet entered the class of builders that have turned out 
battleships for the Navy. In comparison with the prices 
secured for the Kearsarge type of ship the bids on the 
whole show a slight decrease. The bidding, however, 
for those vessels was characterized by the liveliest com- 
petition, and something of a sensation was created by 
the remarkably low bid of the Virginia firm. The new 
ships, so far as the construction work is concerned, should 
cost the same as their two predecessors, inasmuch as 
they differ only in battery arrangements, and have the 
same dimensions. Congress authorized for the Kear- 
sarge and Kentucky $4,000,000 each, of which about 
$1,000,000 was for armor and ordnance, while the act 
under which the vessels just bid for fixed the limit of 
cost of each at $3,750,000, the same amount as in the 
former instance being allowed for armor.

Concerning the statement in the “St. James’ Gazette” 
that the U. S. ships will follow the British fleet, if the 
latter forces the Dastendiien, we are assured by the 
State Department that no understanding has been reached 
with Great Britain or any of the other treaty powers in 
regard to the treatment of the Turkish question, and 
that the Administration will continue to steer clear of 
entangling alliances of any kind. At the Navy Depart- 
ment it is positively denied that Adml. Selfridge has any 


specific instructions in regard to the movement of vessels 
in Turkish waters, and it is declared that the question of 
having the vessels of his squadron follow the English 
fleet to Constantinople has not even been considered. In 
the event of a demonstration at Constantinople by the 
English, it is said to be highly probably that we would in- 
sis on having one or more vessels in the same locality 
solely as a harbor of refuge for Americans, but_not as 
a part of any programme entered into with Great Britain. 


It is authoritatively stated that Adml. Selfridge has 
been informed that the Marblehead before leaving for 
home will give up to the other ships of the squadron, 
the Minneapolis and San_ Francisco, all her men who 
have to serve as long as June 30 next year, when it is 
expected that the San Francisco will be brought home. 
The Bancroft took twenty-four enlisted men in addition 
to her complement, and the Cincinnati on Saturday will 
take sixty more. These eighty-four passengers will take 
the places of men on the ships whose times have expired, 
and the Marblehead will fetch them all back.

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GEN. SHERMAN AS A PEDAGOGUE. 

In an article published by “The Dallas News” describ- 
ing the Louisiana State Seminary of Learning and Mili- 
tary Academy, W. L. Pringhurst says: “Over these men 
and these boys of the South then came Sherman to rule, 
with such authority as college presidents usually enjoy, 
bringing with him high recommendations and prestige 
from the California coast. While he never participated 
in the actual work of instruction, he was no ornamental 
figure-head, but industriously and wisely applied himself 
to the duties of his position. A few days after the 
school was opened the drilling of the boys began, and 
Sherman assisted much in this work. We were an untu- 
tored set and often provoked the disgust of the officers. 
Some of us, indeed, made such slow progress that an 
awkward squad was formed, ef which I was a promi- 
nent member, being placed there by Sherman’s own 
direction. Soon after the corps was regularly organized, 
having, however, for cadet officers merely an Adjutant, 
Orderly Sergeant, Sergeants and Corporals. Ample 
amends were made me for my previous humiliation, for 
I was one of the Corporals. We drilled early and late, 
and were soon able to present a fie appearance on the 
campus. Our uniforms were showy and uncomfortable. 
The hat for dress occasions was a gorgeous affair—high 
and broad and stiff, with brazen ornaments representing 
the college building and the coat of arms of the State, 
and waving black ostrich plumes. An African prince 
would have given treasures of ivory and gold dust for 
such a royal head-piece. The superintendent not infre- 
quently attended the recitations, and seemed to know 
the status of every cadet. When occasion required he 
knew how to reprimand, and words of kindness and en- 
couragement often fell from his lips. Much given to si- 
lence and the keeping of his counsel, he was fluent and 
eloquent when he spoke, I have heard him lecture charm- 
ingly to the assembled students on the history of his 
country, selecting by preference chapters of exploration 
and adventure, or heroic struggle and enterprise, such as 
gave to the Union the Territory of Texas and the great 
West. Upon me and others he made the impression of 
an ardent, powerful man, governed by duty and a sense 
of devotion to his country and humanity. Yet, looking 
back over this long lapse of time, I can see that none of 
us who enjoyed his friendship or instruction penetrated 
the mask of nature and discovered, even by a glimpse, 
that profound and earnest genius which was destined to 
support and save, perhaps, the sinking fortunes of his 
country, and make his name valid for ages wherever 
the English language is spoken. For a year and a haif 
he dwelt among us, acceptable, I am sure, in every re- 
spect, having well and faithfully administered the trust 
committed to him, and then, war being inevitable, he 
quietly departed. He had found the vaster issue for 
which he was born, and of which something in his eye 
and bearing seemed prophetic.”

FORT SILL, O. T. 


In your issue of Sept. 5, on page 4, I read an account 
of a bicycle ride between Fort Leavenworth and Kansas 
City. The trip was made in eight hours and fifty min- 
utes. This evidently means both ways, as the distance 
one way is but twenty-eight miles. It is a very good 
trip, but it does not break the records as stated. Consid- 
ering the rough and sandy prairie roads in Oklahoma, I 
think we can beat the above. 

In June a sergeant of Co. D, 10th Inf., rode from here 
to Fort Reno in ten hours and seventeen minutes. The 
distance is as follows: Fort Sill to Anadarka, 35 miles; 
Anadarko to Chicasha, 18 miles; Chicasha to El Reno, 
33 miles; El Reno to Fort Reno, 6 miles; total, 92 miles. 
On July 4 the same man, in camping with Sergt. Robin- 
son, of Co. D, rode to Marlow, I. T., distance 28 miles, in 
two hours and forty-seven minutes, and returned the 
next day against high wind in three hours and ten min- 
utes. Pyt. Saamer, Co. C, rode the same distance in 
two hours and ten minutes he also rode to Cloud Chief, 
fifty-five miles and return, in eleven hours and fifty min- 
utes, including stops. Sergt. N rode to Fort Riley, 
Kan., in eighty-five hours actual riding time, distance, 
388 miles; his cycle had been packed with regulation 
heavy marching order, i. e., knapsack, haversack, can- 
teen, ete., ete. Sergt. Robinson, Co. D, rode to Raton, 
N. M., in thirty-six hours, distance, 310 miles. This is 
sufficient to show that Fort Sill is still alive, although 
little heard from. TICTOR. 





FORT HARRISON, MONT. 
Fort Harrison, Mont., Sept. 8, 1896. 

This Post, about four miles west of the city of Helena, 
Mont., is commanded by Lieut. Col. Wherry, 2d Inf. 
On his staff are 2d Lieut. J. L. Hines, 2d Inf., Adjutant; 
1st Lieut. Frederick T. Van Liew, 2d Inf., Q. M. and A. 
©. S. The battalion, B and C Companies, 2d Inf., com- 
manded by Capts. Dempsey and Waring respectively, left 
Fort Omaha, Neb., June 29, by a special train, bringing 
all their effects, and after a pleasant and safe journey, 
via Sioux City, St. Paul, Bismarck and Livingston, ar- 
rived at Fort Harrison about 2 A. M. on July 2. Not 
a man was lost on the way and there was no drunken- 
ness or disorder. In two days after our arrival every- 
body was snugly housed and we resumed our accustomed 
mode of life, drills, parades, and guard mounting, and al- 
most immediately began target practice over a good 
range, down which, however, the sun shone with such a 
glare after 11 A. M., right into the faces of the men, so 
that shooting had to be suspended until late in the after- 
noon. Notwithstanding this, we made good scores and 
qualified eleven sharpshooters in Co. B and ten in Co, 
C., and six marksmen in Co. B, and ten in Co, C, There 
are completed at the Post six double sets quarters to ac- 
commodate twelve officers and their families. Three, 
one single and two double quarters, for the non-commis- 
sioned staff, and one set double quarters to accommo- 
date two companies enlisted men. Work is to begin on 
two doubie sets officers’ quarters, and one set double 
quarters for enlisted men to accommodate two more com- 
panies very shortly. : 

‘This is one of the finest military posts in the country, 
having all the latost improvements in buildings, porcelain 
lined bath tubs, hot and cold water, and good drainage 
and sewerage. Since we came here we have been in- 
spected by Brig. Gen. Brooke, Department Commander, 
also the Acting Inspecting General of the Northwestern 
District, and have been reviewed by Goy. Rickards and 
staff of this State. 

A hop recently given here by the officers was a success 
and was attended by Gov. Rickards and staff and some 
of the most prominent society people of Helena. Alto- 
gether, we are a lot of well contented men, with noth- 
ing to mar our pleasures, but for the following, which 
affects quite a number of us. 

A few days ago the First National Bank of Helena 
exploded, or busted, same thing, you know. At least 
they closed their doors and up to the present time we 
have been awaiting for developments, also for our 
money. There are quite a number of enlisted men here 
who have money in that bank, or rather had some there, 
might be considered more proper now. The C. O. Col. 
Wherry and Capt. Waring, Exchange officers, were the 
greatest sufferers, but all the officers had deposited all 
their ready money, and their pay accounts for August, 
and as the bank was a United States depository, all Gov- 
ernment funds were deposited in it. It closed its doors 
on the 2d, and did not reopen on the 3d, so no one had 
even a chance to pay the bills for last month. It is 
promised all will be paid in full, but—when? Outside of 
this disagreeable event we are very well satisfied, and 
as we say in France, have no kick coming. 

We are to start on a 150-mile practice march, and a 
week’s encampment on the 15th inst. We go to the 
Blackfoot country. To-day we have our first fall of 
snow, and all is getting white around us.

FORT WINGATE, N. M. 

The new double barracks is progressing rapidly, there 
being about seventy mechanics and laborers at work on 
it. Of this number there are about twenty Indians— 
Navajos and Zunis—tearing down the walls of the 
buildings that were burned to get the adobes for the 
new barracks, probably the first case where new build- 
ings have been erected from the ruins of those destroyed 
by fire, and the first case of adobes being both sun dried 
and fired. The contract requires the walls to be com- 
pleted by Oct. 10, and we hope to see the command 
comfortably housed before snow flies. 

Enclosed I send a copy of a paper found in a tin box, 
which was deposited in the corner-stone of the barracks 
erected here in 1870, with a number of newspapers, il- 
lustrated papers, and a copy of the “Army and Navy 
Journal” for July 23, 1870. The new barracks are being 
erected on the site of those burned, and in tearing down 
the adobe walls, etc., this box was found a few days 


_ ago. 


“Ground was broken for the erection of the permanent 
buildings at the post of Fort Wingate, N. M., on June 
18, 1870. The appropriation for the purpose was $37,- 
500.99. The following named officers were serving at 
Fort Wingate, N. M., at the time, viz.: Bvt. Col. Wm. 
Redwood Price, Maj. 8th Cav., Commanding Post; Bvt. 
Maj. KE. B. Grimes, Capt. and A. Q. M., Post Q. M.; 
2d Lieut. D. R. Burnham, 15th Inf., Post Adjutant; 
Bvt. Col. 8S. B. M. Young, Capt. 8th Cay., Commanding 
Troop K; Capt. Jas. P. Thrown, 15th Inf., Commanding 
Co. A; Capt. Jas. H. Stuart, 15th Inf., Commanding 
Co. H; Capt. A. B. Kauffman, 8th Cayv., Commanding 
Troop E; 1st Lieut. John B. Engle, 15th Inf., with com- 
pany; Ist Lieut.

As results of observations made by the commanding 
General of the department of Colorado during his recent 
tour of inspection of posts, the following is ordered: 

I. At posts consisting of three or more troops or com- 
panies, the duties of Quartermaster and Commissary will 
not be performed simultaneously by the same officer.

CALISTHENIC EXERCISES FOR THE ARMY. 
Calisthenic exercises according to the formula of Mr. 
Herman J. Koehler, master of the sword at the U. 8. 
Military Academy, should be encouraged in the Army as 
much as possible. The majority of men look forward 
to calisthenics with pleasure, whereas they frequently 
look at other duties with dread. Why not devote more 
time to the exercises and less time to other duties? The 
improve the physical condition of every soldier, especial- 
ly when the instructor is a master of the system. Lieut. 
I’, L. Knudsen, Co. B, Sth U. 8. Inf., is a master of the 
system, and excellent results have followed his use of it. 
It is essentially necessary that a soldier should know 
how to breathe properly. There are times during drill 
when men will have a little running to do, and very 
often some will have to stop short on account of their 
poor wind. Devoting a few minutes each day for a few 
months in double timing would in a very short time 
enable one to double time for twenty minutes without 
losing the breath or becoming fatigued. When David's 
Island (now Fort Slocum) was used for a recruiting 
depot the recruits had to spend one hour every day for 
three months in calisthenic exercises. What was the 
result? When the recruits joined their companies they 
were found to excel the recruits of to-day by 90 per 
cent. This goes to show the benefits that are derived 
from calisthenic exercises. W. A. C.

A correspondent of the New York “Sun,” having in 
view the interesting and in some respects instructive 
campaign just begun by the British in the Soudan, sug- 
gests that it would be a good plan for our War Depart- 
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ment to detail one or more officers of suitable rank to 
accompany the Army of invasion? A line officer, an 
officer of the Quartermaster’s Department and one of 
the Commissary Department might, says the writer, learn 
much of value in the matter of handling troops, of sup- 
plies, ete. Lieut. Col. Henry, 3d Cav., is of suitable rank 
(his brevet of General would give him higher temporary 
rank); and he is also comparatively young for our Army, 
Maj. Sharpe, of the Subsistence Department, has written 
on the subsistence of armies in time of war, and un- 
doubtedly is qualified to gather information from the 
British way of doing things; and there are available 
officers in the Quartermaster’s Department. 

Some surprise has been expressed that we should 
speak of the famous 7th Regt. of the New York N. G. 
as comparable to the Chinese Viceroy’s provincial 
troops. We were drawing a comparison between the 
Chinese system of Imperial and Provincial organizations 
which resembles closely our own system of National 


and State forces, their provinces being more nearly, 


analogous to the American State than the subordinate 
divisions of any other monarchy. We might, however, 
have gone further and drawn in reality the parallel in 
drill and discipline which our remark has been under- 
stood by some to institute. The Chinese troops, so far 
as the Viceroy’s own command is concerned, will com- 
pare very well in fieldday performance with any others 
in the world. The privates are thoroughly drilled by 
special instructors, and so far as their education carries 
them they are fine soldiers. We suspect that they are 
prepared for the reviews which the Viceroy orders oc- 
casionally by being put through in advance precisely 
the movements they are to execute in the review. Be- 
sides that they are under drill constantly, being paid 
soldiers always with the colors, this being their real dis- 
tinction from our National Guard. At all events they 
march and meneuyer with great precision. Comparison 
fails when the officers of the two services are con- 
sidered. The intelligemt, competent, efficient officer 
which it is the aint 6f our State services to prepare 
for independent command is almost unknown in China. 
Comparing legs and arms the Chinese stand a fair 
chance for the prize, but if the comparison is extended 
to heads they have no show whatever. Writers who 
expand themselves upon the tremendous possibilities of 
a China in arms forget that the Chinese are deficient 
in precisely those requirements, which are the most diffi- 
cult to supply. The Department of Military Intelligence 
does not exist in China. Li Hung Chang has spent 
millions on his troops, but the development of his offi- 
cers is to be measured by cents and not dollars.

THE BRITISH SERVICE RIFLE.

a bullet fired at a living animal was not inquired into, 
although it was reported to have produced a terrible 
hole in an inaminate body. The Gazette says: “The 
2d Dorset, at Plymouth, in the autumn of 1891, rm. 
turned into store more than 60 per cent. of their rifle 
in an unserviceable condition after field firing at Oke 
hampton. After this several changes were made jy 
the rifle, and Mark I. improved and Mark II. wer 
issued instead of the first supply. The rifle proved stil) 
far from satisfactory, but the authorities stated that 
this was owing to black powder, which was not suit. 
able, being employed. Up to the summer of 1893, hoy. 
ever, cordite had not been issued to the troops for their 
annual course. At this time an unfortunate incident 
happened, which, had it not been surrounded with bitter 
political animosity, might have afforded useful informa. 
tion to soldiers. 

“Some riots took place at Sharlstone, in Yorkshire. 4 
company of infantry was called upon to fire on a mob 
attacking a colliery. The mob was only 250 yards from 
the troops; eighteen men were hit, many of them, as 
usually happens under similar circumstances, only spec. 
tators; two only were killed—one had his spine separ. 
ated, the other was struck by a ricochet in the knee, 
and the leg destroyed beyond repair. On the other 
hand, the men wounded received injuries, some of them 
in dangerous places, which affected them but little. In 
one instance a bullet struck a man in the right thigh, 
near the hip, passed through the bottom of his stomach 
and out of the left thigh, very nearly in the same spot 
as it had entered in the right. No bones were broken, 
and this man, though thus seriously injured, walked 
nearly three-quarters of a mile after he was hit. Ap- 
other was shot through the right lung. Yet another 
was shot through the forearm, the bullet making a hole 
through the bone as if it had been a drill. Now, in 
every instance these wounds were entirely opposed to 
the results obtained on carcasses at Hythe. Medical 
men noted the nature of the injuries, and doubts were 
cast on the efficacy of the bullet. 

“Then followed the Chitral campaign, and quickly on 
its heels the Transvaal raid and Rhodesian rebellion, 
with their experiences. The Indian musketry authori- 
ties recognized that some change was necessary, and 
appointed a committee to collect practical ideas. Sports- 
men, who in India are numerous and practical, were 
consulted, and the majority averred that the nickel 
thimble was the source of the evil; being, they stated, 
very hard, it bored through living tissue, which offered 
little resistance, affording, at the same time, no oppor- 
tunity for the lead to expand. The Dum Dum people 
then turned out a bullet on approved principles, and 
it was sent to Hythe for sanction. 

“Although great secrecy has been preserved us to 
details, there is little doubt the advice tendered by men 
of sporting experience has been followed in a large 
measure. In the new bullet the point of the nickel 
thimble is cut off, and a hollow left in the tip. This 
is to be filled with seft lead, just as the point of an 
express bullet is filled with wax. These bullets have 
been under trial at Hythe, but as no real test could be 
carried out there, they have just gone to India, where 
it is hoped it may be possibile to determine whether they 
are equal to all requirements.” 

Several articles have appeared in the “Times” con- 
demning the service rifle and hinting that there had been 
a job somewhere, and “Punch” produced an amusing 
caricature of the various mechanical contrivances with 
which it was supplied. 


The Grand Army of the Republic during its thirtieth 
annual encampment in St. Paul formally indorsed the 
measure originating in the Society of Colonial Wars in 
the State of Illinois, to prevent the desecration of the 
national flag, or any pattern thereof; or of the 
coat of arms of the United States, or any  imi- 
tation thereof; by printing thereon, painting thereon or 
attaching thereto any advertisements of goods, wares 
or merchandise; or for political candidacy or partisan 
purposes, or for private gain, or for any purpose not 
patriotic in its nature. Gen. Michael Griffin, M. C., 
from Eau Claire, Wis., introduced the resolution. The 
encampment further directed that the Adjutant General 
of the national organization furnish copies to the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives and to other 
parties. 


A press dispatch from Leavenworth, Kan., says: Lieut. 
Charles Young, 9th Cayv., the only Afro-American officer 
in the U. S. Regular Army, was not permitted to stop 
at any of the Leavenworth hotels yesterday, and he was 
compelled to go to Kansas City. Lieut. Young is 4 
graduate of West Point, and a few days ago he was or- 
dered to report to Fort Leavenworth for examination for 
promotion. He came in with a number of other officers, 
and the refusal of accommodations has caused consider- 
able feeling.

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CHANGES IN ARMY DEPARTMENTS. 

Secretary Lamont now has before him for approval 
slates of extensive changes in the Quartermaster’s, En- 
vineers and Pay Departments, which are only awaiting 
his approval before the officers affected will be on the 
move. Owing to the retirement of the Quartermaster 
General and the consequent promotion of Gen, Sawtelle 
the desirable position of Chief Quartermaster, Depart- 
men tof the East, is being temporarily filled by a Cap- 
tain and Assistant Quartermaster, a rank far below the 
erade called for by the office. Another officer of the 
Quartermaster’s Department, Capt. Ingalls, is to be re- 
tired immediately, and his important station at St. Paul 
demands an intelligent and efficient officer for duty 
there as assistant to the Chief Quartermaster, Depart- 
ment of Dakota. Col. Hughes, an Assistant Quarter- 
master General on duty at Baltimore, retires on Oct. 13, 
so that a readjustment of stations now demands prompt 
action in this Department. Rumor has slated Col. 
Ludington, now at Chicago, for station at Governors 
Island, and Col. Weeks, now on duty in the Quarter- 
master General's office, for duty at Chicago as successor 
to Col. Ludington. Gen. Sawtelle’s friendship for Lieut. 
Col. Gilliss, now on duty at Chicago, has formed the 
basis for the assertion now current in Army circles that 
he will leave St. Louis and resume duty again in the 
Quartermaster General's office, where he served under 
Gens. Holabird and Batchelder. The reassignment of 
Capt. French, Jr., and Maj. Charles Bird, now on duty 
in the office of Gen. Sawtelle, to rephace Col, Gilliss at 
St. Louis and Capt. Ingalls at St. Paul, are also prophe- 
sied. It is thought that the position of Col. Hughes at 
Baltimore will not be filled when that officer retires, as 
there are no longer any duties requiring an officer there, 
beyond the statement of railroad accounts of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad, which can with economy be made 
by the Depot Quartermaster at Washington, These 
changes are regarded as the fewest that can be made to 
effect the necessary changes. Many others may occur, 
as the lifting of one offieer out of a station necessitates 
the change of a second one to fill the vacancy, and so the 
endless change process may result. Gen. Sawtelle has 
been accorded a most cordial welcome at Washington. 
His genial and affable disposition and courteous official 
demeanor toward all who have business with his office 
have already been remarked as a refreshing change from 
methods prevailing both with the Army and with civilians 
prior to his arrival in Washington. 


CAVALRY OF THE FUTURE. 

“The Ilorseless Age” finds a moral in the accident to 
the railroad magnate, Austin Corbin, who lost his life by 
his horses taking fright and running away. A motor 
vehicle, we are told, will not shy or run away. 
Parasols, flying newspapers, wheelbarrows, strange 
noises and surprises are powerless to move the pulses of 
its iron heart. The ravages of the runaway horse in our 
modern civilization are not appreciated, because the oc- 
currence is too common. Scarcely a day passes that 
someone is not maimed or killed by a wild outbreak of 
this untameable beast, which we have been taught to be- 
lieve is gentleness itself. while, as a matter of fact, all 
habitual users of horses are aware that the gentlest of 
the species is not to be depended upon under all cireum- 
stances. The sight of a rampant, terror-stricken horse 
dashing through a crowded city street is one of the most 
terrible that can be witnessed. Yet it is frequently wit- 
nessed, and will be so long as the horse is compelled to 
perform his present part in the world’s work. Until re- 
cently an act of Parliament compelled all mechanically- 
driven vehicles to be restricted in pace to four miles an 
hour, and to be preceded by a man bearing a red flag. 
This act has just been abolished, and manufacturers have 
now some encouragement for improving horseless car- 


riages, which are, according to the belief of their en- 
thusiastic advocates, to supersede the use of horses. That 
they need some such encouragement is shown by the fact 
that the 1,100-guinea road contest organized by the 
London “Engineer,” and scheduled to be run some time 
in October next, has been postponed until the spring of 
1897. The reasons assigned by the “Engineer” for this 
action are that from present indications no English in- 
ventions of much originality would be far enough ad- 
vanced to participate in a race next fall, and the purpose 
of the competition would not be realized if only foreign 
carriages were entered. The motor carriage of the 
future, the Westminster “Gazette” thinks, will in all 
probability be as much better than the motor carriage of 
the present as the modern express engine is better than 
the “Rocket.” It will be light and cheap, it will not 
emit smell or smoke, it will be easily stopped and as 
easily set in motion. We are far yet from these perfec- 
tions, but they will come, and with them the horse will 
vanish from the streets, and even the poor man will 
dream of his own carriage. The “Gazette”? has no tear 
to shed over the abolition of the horse as a beast of 
burden. It holds that there is no real sentiment involved 
in his retention; sentiment, for once, is on the other side. 
No one can seriously reflect on the sufferings of horses 
in a modern town without wishing to find a substitute for 
horses. 

Perhaps we may see the cavalry of the future charging 
on bicycles with the commanding officer riding at the 
head in a horseless carriage. We may then find the 
Army distracted by the same contentions that now disturb 
the Navy, as to the proper status of the engineers. With 
bicycles and horseless carriages for the cavalry, and elec- 
tromagnets to turn aside the bullets of the infantry, we 
shall have to recruit our Army from the graduates of 
our technological institutes, and the old-fashioned hard 
riding and hard hitting soldier will be transferred to our 
museums of archzeological specimens,

_ The School of Military Ballooning, under the chaige of 
officers of the Royal Engineers at Aldershot, Eng., has 
done much to increase the practicability of balloon ser- 
vice in war. Steel tubes are used for carrying com- 
pressed hydrogen for inflation, and hydrogen of the 
purest quality is manufactured from zine and sulphuric 
acid by electrolysis. These tubes are safe uader a stra’n 
of 101 atmospheres. Thiee wagons are required to trans- 
port tubes carrying a charge of 11,000 cubic feet of gas, 
but new patterns, tubes and wagons have bcen adopted, 
which will reduce the transportation to two wagons, 
“Gold-beaters skins” are used for the balloon, and they 
are so light that the balloon with 2,500 feet of surface 
and carrying 10,000 cubic feet of gas, weighs only 170 
pounds. The material is so strong that a closed balloon 
of large size has ascended 7,000 feet without bursting. 
The present material is not subject to the divadvantag s 
of the varnished silk and cloth balloons of olden times, 
which were subject to cracks, became often overheated, 
were easily torn, and permitted the gas to leak away. 
The top valve of the balloon is now made very light and 
strong, of an aluminum alloy, and is perfectly gas tight. 
The cords of the balloon are made of Italian hemp, a 
fine brass thread being woven into the cord for security 
in thunder storms. It weighs one pound to the hank, and 
will stand 500 pounds strain to the yard without break- 
ing. The rings are of American hickory and the wicker- 
work of the car is excellent. Every balloon wagon has 
half a mile of wire rope attached to it which is availubte 
for holding the balloon captive. There is also a tele- 
phone conductor; and connection with the wagon is 
neatly made on a screw bar, so that in whatever direc- 
tion the pull of the balloon may be the wire rope will 
never come into contact across the drum. 

The London “Standard,” from which we obtain there 
particulars, says: “Some of the hand records taken in the 
free balloon excursions are extremely precise and full 
of serviceable details. The photographs, even those of 
small size, usually contain details of value. Soldiers 
within a range of two miles on each side of the line of 
flight can be detected with a hand lens. The coming 
trials of the capabilities of balloons for taking part in 
nilitary engineering operations in warfare will be 
fraught with interest and novelty, whether they be suc- 
cessful or not. The first trials will probably be directed 
towards the application of captive and carrying balloons 
in assisting or preventing operations in trenches. The 
ditch forms the protection to the working sappers; and 
the artillery projectiles cut into the rear of the trench 
and drive the débris to the rear of the work. The object 
of a balloon attack, therefore, might be to plant, say, a 
500-pound charge of high explosive in rear of the trench, 
so that when exploded it would blow the débris into it, 
overwhelming the men or exposing them to the enemy.” 


Swinton, in his “Campaigns of the Army of the Po- 
tomac,” speaking of Col. Nelson A. Miles, now Major 
General commanding the Army, at the battle of Chan- 
cellorsville, says: “Amid much that is dastardly at Chan- 
cellorsville, the conduct of this young but gallant and 
skillful officer shines forth with a brilliant luster. Being 
intrusted with the charge of the skirmish line covering 
Hancock's front, he so disposed his thin line, well in- 
trenched, that the Confederates, though making repeat- 
ed charges in columns on Saturday and Sunday, were 
never able to reach Hancock's line of battle. ‘On the 2d 
of May,’ says Hancock, ‘the enemy frequently opened 
with artillery from the heights toward Fredericksburg, 
and from those on my right, and with infantry assaulted 
my advance line of rifle pits, but was always handsomely 
repulsed by the troops on duty there, consisting of the 
Sith, 64th and 66th N. Y. Vols., and detachments from 
the 52d N. Y., 24d Delaware and 148th Penn, Vols., under 
Col. N. A. Miles. During the sharp contest of that day 
the enemy were never able to reach my line of battle, 
so strongly and successfully did Col. Miles contest thé 
ground.” 


Kirk Munroe, whose books of adventure on sea and 
land are so popular, writes in the October “Scribner's” 
an account of a cruise on the U. 8S. supply ship Armeria, 
which visits the lighthouses on the North Atlantic coast.

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LESSON OF THE BRITISH NAVAL MANEUVERS. 


Capt. Alfred Mahan, the eminent naval writer, has 
said of one of the most pressing questions of naval strat- 
egy: “It is not ‘Can any enemy be prevented from com- 
ing out? but ‘If he does, can touch with him be gained 
and preserved?’ ” 

This important point finds an answer in the exhaustive 
account we publish to-day from our naval correspondent 
in London on the recent maneuvers. Untortunately, the 
answer is in the negative—a fact which not only takes 
the naval world by surprise, but which will most likely 
influence the shipbuilding programme of England in the 
future. 

Brietly, the task of the opposing forces was on the one 
side to reach a certaim objective; on the other side to 

revent this. The objective was Lough Sw in Ire- 
and, the rest of which country belonged to 1. enemy. 
Vice Adml, Seymour had two tleets under his command 
engaged in this effort, stationed respectively at Milford 
Haven and Torbay. ‘The opposing forces, superior in 
strength and speed, were distributed in two fleets sta- 
tioned respectively at Berehaven and Kingstown under 
the supreme command of Vice Adml. Lord Walter Kerr. 

Lord Walter’s first aim was to prevent his rival’s fleets 
uniting and so crush these fleets singly, but if that were 
impossible to watch the combined ticets until he could 
assemble all his own forces, when he could by his sugerior 
strength and speed force a successful action. In short, 
up to this stage, his operations would amount to a block- 
ade of the Seymour fleets. As a last resort, in case the 
latter managed to get away, he could block the entrance 
to Lough Swilly. 

As a matter of fact, the possible mishaps above-men- 
tioned did overtake Lord Walter, and to crown the ill- 
success of his blockade efforts he relinquished touch of 
the combined fleets in Torbay Harbor while he went in 
search of his other vessels. This proved fatal. Vice 
Adml. Seymour’s vessels easily made their way to their 
objective, the cruisers brilliantly performing their special 
tasks, and favored by a dark night slipped into Lough 
Swilly despite the watchful efforts of Lord Walter's com- 
bined forces, which had arrived there much sooner and 
were carefully patroling the approaches. 

One feature of the operation was the torpedo boat flo- 
tilla attached to Vice Adml. Seymour's fleets, but the 
boats could not put to sea for fear of the enemy’s de- 
stroyers. At the same time the fear of them influenced 
to some extent Lord Walter’s movements. The great 
lesson of the maneuvers, however, is that “an Admiral 
who is, or expects to be, superior to his enemy is to get 
touch of him as quickly as possible and to maintain it 
until sufficiently strong to beat him.”—(VParis Edition, 
New York Herald. 


FOUND IN OLD SHIPS. 
The utilization of apparent waste is well exemplified in the 
breaking up of ships of various kinds, for every nail and 
every chip are put aside for sale; but in the case of ves- 
sels of considerable tonnage, and especially of very old 
craft, finds both curious and valuable are by no means 
rare. To give a recent instance, an old wooden vessel 
that was broken up near Greenwich, only a few months 
back, revealed a very curious sight when some old plank- 
ing in the forecastle had been torn down. Here, nailed 
up, were the two mummitied hands of a negro, and in 
the palm of each hand, and transfixed by the same nails 
that held the hands, were two counterfeit silver dollars. 
The hands had been hacked off roughly. A year or two 
ago the breaking up of an old schooner near Sheerness 
brought to light beneath the inner skin of the hull quite 
an elaborate armament of a very old-fashioned kind, and 
a friend of the writer secured from among the many 
weapons included a splendidly made bell-mouthed flint- 
lock musket, the stock being marked with a representa- 
tion of arm and leg fetters, and the name “Philip Steyne, 
Boston, Lincolnshire.’ The most curious part of this 
find was a set of books—a privateer’s books evidently— 
showing the capture of various French vessels. Tied up 
in a canvas bag 190 guineas of gold were found a year 
or two back during the breaking up of an old vessel lying 
between Birkenhead and New Brighton. With the 
money were found, too, a most curious and unique set 
of foreign playing cards, some loaded dice, and three 
magnificent pieces of amber. All these were found in the 
false bottom of a wooden bunk. But even during the 
breaking up of quite modern vessels, which have become 
wrecks, remarkable finds, particularly relating to smug- 
gling contrivances, are by no means rare. In a portion 
of a considerable wreck on the southeast coast only the 
winter before hast the ship breakers found, hidden in a 
part of the engine room, a quantity of valuable jewelry 
and a number of newspaper clippings, and published por- 
traits relating to a murder and robbery at St. Louis, in 
the United States. The jewelry found was that described 
in the reports as missing. ‘Two of the men employed in 
the engine room were drowned in the wreck, but, so iar 
as all inquiries made by the police could show, there was 
no clue to attach either the drowned men or the other 
engine room hands with the published description and 
portraits of the murderer. The mystery was never 
cleared up. The manager of a ship breaker, a man who 
has been for forty years in the business, and who was 
especially sought out by the writer, told the latter that 
he could cite some hundreds of cases where hiding places 
for smal! articles smuggled by officers and men had been 
found, these being in connection with nearly every part 
of the hulls broken up, and he produced several articles 
that had been found by himself or his men. Many of 
these were false or duplicate bills of lading, and there 
were counterfeit foreign coins, a pair of heavy gold ear- 
rings with turquois in each—probably stolen by one 
foreign seaman from another—a hand grenade with a 
sap to it, an old wig with three small gold nuggets 
wrapped in it and many other small trifles. “At Rother- 
hithe, some years ago,” said he, “in the forepeak of a 
very old wooden merchantman, we found the skeleton 
of a lad jammed behind the skin of a vessel. The 
lad had been a stowaway in all probability. A gentle- 
man at Rotherhithe keeps the skull now, or did till 
lately.”’—(English Magazine. 





INCREASED RANK FOR RETIRING OFFICERS. 
To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

Among the measures proposed for the benefit of the 
Army, one seems to have fallen entirely out of sight, 
which would do much for the efficiency of the service, 
and which seems to me as nearly free from objections as 
any can be. 

I allude to the bill giving company officers who served 
during the war the option of retiring with one grade of 
increase in rank. ; . ; 

At the issue of the last Register there were in service 
24 artillery, 22 cavalry and 108 infantry, total 154, com- 

ny officers who had a minimum of two years’ war serv- 
kee. Their average age cannot well be less than 55. How 








many men at that age are, physically, fit for the duties 
of company oflicers of infantry’ How many of those 
after 34 or 35 years’ company duty have still that mental 
alertness and interest in their humbler duties which are 
indispensable to their best performance? 

Uf the toregoing total ot 154, several have disappeared 
from the active list since the publicatien of the Kegister; 
a considerable number would probably choose to remain 
in active service. ‘the number applying for retirement 
could not much exceed 100. I would very much like to 
see your views on the subject and those of the “Jour- 
nal’s” readers. VET. 


RECRUITING FOR NAVY AND ARMY. 

If the enlisted strength of the Army was thirty-five or 
forty thousand instead of twenty-five thousand the au- 
thorities have not the slightest doubt of their ability to 
keep the quota filled and secure all the enlisted men re- 
quired. ‘There has been a demand in the last few 
months on the part of men all over the country for 
places in the Army and this is expected to be greatly in- 
creased this autumn if the experiences of past years are 
repeated. One reason and another are given for this de- 
mand, but the most plausible theory advanced is that so 
many men are now out of employment that they natural- 
ly turn to the Army and Navy tor appointments. ‘The 
Navy has the same experience of lke conditions so 
far as its enlisted force is concerned, and there is no 
trouble in enlisting all the men the law permits, and it 
is securing better material than ever before. Another 
reason why men are more willing to serve in the ranks 
now than years ago is because of the better accommo- 
dations afforded at barracks and the improved ideas of 
administration in all branches. Fewer desertions 
are reported to the War Department than formerly, and 
there are a fine lot of applicants willing to take up arms. 
‘Lhe percentage of desertion for the year, however, will 
be shghtly increased over last year. ‘The latest records 
show at present of the 25,000 men allowed, the regular 
Army there are now enrolled 24,550, and that it the 
service desired to fill these vacancies it could be done 
in two weeks. Ik'rom now on until next spring the num- 
ber of applicants will increase, so that it Congress this 
session should accept Secretary Lamont’s recommenda- 
tion for an increase of the force more than sufficient 
suldiers could be secured in a brief time to augment the 
regular service. 

Uf the total number of 11,000 sailors, there are now 
enlisted 10,640, and the remainder could be secured if 
the ships in commission demanded additional seamen. Un- 
der the authority given Secretary Herbert last session to 
enlist 1,000 more men, the Navigation Bureau has pro- 
ceeded to go to the full limit of its power and has en- 
deavored to keep the quota as nearly full as circum- 
stances permit. Most gratifying success has been met 
in enlisting Americans and every inducement is held out 
for natives to enroll in the service. The Navy is also 
endeavoring to have foreigners take out naturalization 
papers on entering and so far the efforts have been at- 
tended with success. 





FIELD INSTRUCTION, U. S. INFANTRY. 


We have received a series of orders from Lieut. Col.

manders will march their companies to some suitable 
point and leave a portion of the company there, to be 
held as a support. Small parties will then be sent along 
all roads and trails in the vicinity to thoroughly explore 
them and the intervening country. The duties of all the 
men will be carefully explained to them by the company 
commanders, and the work be done as nearly as possible 
in compliance with the instructions contained in chapter 
No. 4 of Wagner’s Security and Information. 

No. 3 is designed to give practice to officers in com- 
manding patrols, and topographical reconnaissance and 
in road sketching. It provides for topographical recon- 
hnaissances of seven different roads by patrols from the 
different companies, and under the command of officers 
as follows: No. 1, Co. A, Lieut. Bent; No. 2, Co. Bb, 
Lieut. Kilbourne; No. 3, Co. C, Lieut. Wilcox, 
No. 4, Co. D, Lieut. Binns; No. 5, Co. F, Lieut. Detch- 
mendy; No. 6, Co. G, Lieut. Kirkman; No. 7, Co. E, 
Lieut. Cloman. No. 4. Detsils of the Ist Battalion of 
four companies, under the command of Capt. M. P. Maus, 
as the advanced guard of an advancing force, and the 
2d Battalion of three companies, under the command of 
Capt. C. G. Starr as a rear guard to a retreating force. 
Upon arrival at Meder Creek, Capt. Starr will remain 
with his rear guard until contact is had with the advance 
guard, under Capt. Maus, and will then retire along the 
country road toward camp, holding positions as long as 
may be necessary for the safety of the assumed com- 
mand. Capt. L. O, Parker, 1st Inf., will act as umpire 
for the 1st Battalion, and Capt. J. J. O'Connell, 1st Inf., 
for the 2d Battalion. No. 5 directs the 2d Battalion of 
three companies, under the command of Ist Lieut. F. 
0. Ferris, lst Inf., to escort a train of nine wagons, un- 
der the charge of 2d Lieut. J. R. Binns, 1st Inf., along 
the road, where they will be attacked by the Ist Battal- 
ion, under the command of Ist Lieut. R. C. Croxton, Ist 
Inf., who will personate the enemy, Capts. L. O. Par- 
ker and M. P. Maus, Ist Inf., will act as umpires for 
the Ist Battalion, and Capts. J. J. O'Connell and C. G. 
Starr will act as umpires for the 2d Battalion. 

Capt. L. O. Parker, Capt. M. P. Maus and 2d Lieut. F. 

. Wileox, Ist Inf., to establish a system of out- 
posts for the protection of the camp against a hostile 
force advancing along the coast road, and another 
hoard consisting of Capt. J. J. O'Connell, Capt. C. G. 
Starr, and 2d Lieut. S. A. Cloman, 1st Inf., to establish 
un system of outposts for protection against the hostile 
force advancing from the east. On Thursday the 10 th 
inst., the entire command was placed at the disposition 
of the board, and the troops were placed in position as 
recommended.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A correspondent writes us that an interesting feature 
of the Indiana’s silver service exhibit in Indianapolis 
was a floating model of the big ship, made on a scale 
of 1-16 of an inch to one foot. Of the estimated fifty 
thousand people who visited the exhibit, it is safe to 
say the handsome little ship attracted the lion’s share 
of their attention, as she floated at anchor in a tank of 
water. 

Hereafter in squadrons of U.S. war vessels more at- 
tention is to be given to signalling, that there may be, 
strange as it may appear, less signalling. It is necessary 
to devise some means by which communication may be 
maintained between ships of a fleet without exposing 
men on deck or at the masthead. The system which ex- 
hibits as little as possible to a hostile observer will be 
the best, but there is a question as to how such a sys- 
tem can be opergtes. It will fall to the lot of the Com- 
manders-in-Chief of squadrons engaged in fleet maneu- 
vers, therefore, to prepare some method which may be 
used in time of action, when it is impossible to carry on 
communication hetween ships as is done in time of 
peace. Just how the desired result can be attained re- 
mains to be seen. It is likely many signals may be 
given by means of the steam whistle, on a previously ar- 
ranged secret code, while other orders, such as those 
which call for movements of the ships, will be conveyed 
by the conduct of the flagship. The subject is one 
which has engaged much attention abroad.

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Under orders from the Treasury Department the Beh- 
ring Sea — fleet, comprising six Revenue cutters, 
will sail about Sept. 20 from Unalaska for Port Town- 
send, and thence proceed south to San Francisco, where 
the cutters will be placed out of commission, overhauled 
and again prepa for duty in the forbidden sealing 
waters next season. Capt. Hooper has reported to the 
Department that the vessels are in excellent condition, 
and have rformed valuable service during the past 
season, and unquestionably were instrumental in pre- 
yenting a vast amount of pelagic sealing. The Depart- 
ment has directed him to continue the Bear on duty in 
Alaska for another month and at the expiration of this 
time to have her proceed south. There is yet a lack of 
Revenue cutters on the Pacific coast for proper Govern- 
ment service, and it is probable the Department will or- 
der two of the vessels repaired and again placed in serv- 
ice until it is time for the next year’s fleet to start 
north. The majority of the officers will be granted leave 
on reaching San Francisco, and when the fleet goes out 
again, six months hence, it is possible there will be some 
changes in the present commanding officers. 

A petition has been circulated in Washington recently 
containing a number of signatures of naval officers who 
wish to have the same retiring clause that the Army has, 
and it is the purpose of its promoters to have it presented 
to Congress next session. The majority, if not practi- 
cally all officers, believe they should be privileged to re- 
tire after thirty years’ service, as is allowed the Army, 
and complaints have been frequently made that the Navy 
has been discriminated against in this respect and that 
the present condition of affairs calls for correction. This 
week the petition was signed by officers of the Ordnance 
Bureau, and will soon be sent to other officers on duty 
at the Department. It is the purpose of those instigat- 
ing it to have it practically laid before all officers before 
next Congress and to secure as many signatures by that 
time as possible. In connection with this plea for a _re- 
tiring clause similar to that of the Army, it is recalled 
that not many years ago there was much agitation 
among officers, with a view of securing commutation for 
quarters when on shore. The first move in this direction 
was made by the bureau chiefs, who received Secretary 
Whitney’s approval to the scheme,, and it seemed in a 
favorable way of consummation, but the unexpected hap- 
pened, and objection came from sources in the service re- 
sulting in the defeat of the plan by Congress. 

The board appointed by the Navy Department to ap- 
praise the value of a floating dry dock now at the Pensa- 
cola yard and constructed for the Government fifteen 
years. ago, has reported and the Department will soon 
offer it for sale. This dock originally cost $500,000, and 
was built on the Delaware River, towed south in four 
sections, and, when put together, was found to be un- 
suited for its purpose. It has laid at Pensacola for years, 
useless to the service and gradually going to ruin. It 
will probably now not bring one-twentieth its original 
cost. 

The old receiving-ship Franklin, now at Norfolk, Va., 
is being overhauled and improvements made for the com- 
forts of those who live on board. Electric lights are be- 
ing run throughout the vessel and large windows cut, 
Lieut. Turner, the executive officer, having charge of the 
work, Chaplain Morrison, after several years’ service on 
the i’rank.in has received preparatory orders for sea duty. 

The U. S. battleship Texas, according to a dispatch 
from Newport, while coming to_an_ anchorage west of 
the torpedo station at Newport, R. L, about six o'clock 
on the evening of Sept. 16, ran aground and remained 
fast. The dispatch states that after the anchors were let 
go, for some reason the engines were not stopped and the 
vessel continued to run toward the shore with an anchor 
dragging until stopped short by her bow driving in the 
sand of Goat Island. The tide was at about half ebb, 
and when the Texas finally came to a stop in the sand 
her bow stood about two feet higher out of water than it 
should. Tugs went to her assistance, but could do noth- 
ing to aid the stranded vessel at that time. As the tide 
receded the bow stood high out, until at low tide, it must 
have been fully four feet too high for the comfort of the 
oflicers on board the ship. It is not thought the vessel 
sustained any injury. : be 

The Rone wen pulled off at 1:40 A. M. on Sept. 17, af- 
ter being aground about seven hours. The following 
semi-otticial statement of the grounding has been made: 
“lhe vessel came in at a quarter past six P. M. Sept. 
16 and slowed down off Fort Adams, and when in fifteen 
fathoms of water, between Fort Adams and the spot 
where the vessel ran ashore, she was stopped entirely in 
eleven fathoms, and an order from the bridge was given 
to the engine room to back the engines. Through a mis- 
tuke in the engine room signals the port engines were 
speeded ahead, instead of being backed. A message was 
sent down from the bridge inquiring whether the engines 
were backing. The reply was received from below that 
they were backing. Then the order was given to back 
at full speed, and from the engine room came the reply 
that the engines were backing full speed, but at the time 
they were really going ahead instead. Another message 
was sent to the engine room from the bridge: ‘Are you 
sure the engines are backing?’ It was then that the engi- 
ucers discovered that the engines on the port side were 
going ahead instead of backing. Both engines were then 
backed at full speed, but before the headway could be 
stopped the vessel struck the ground at half tide and 
came to a standstill without the slightest shock. The re- 
versing of the engines and the dropping of the port an- 
chor in twenty-three feet of water prevented her strik- 
ingly heavily.’ ; 

Six companies of U. S. seamen and marines from the 
l'acitie squadron were encamped near Port Angeles, Sept. 
7, to remain a couple of weeks. _The force was under 
the command of Lieut. Comdr. R. R. Ingersoll. The 
companies were made up of details from the flagship 
Philadelphia and the monitors Monterey and Monad- 
hock The seamen were quartered in large tents con- 
structed from awnings and sails. Each tent contains 
berthing space for a company. For berths the boughs 
of small trees were used. ‘The officers were quartered 
in Army A tents. The time on shore was utilized in 
practice marches, evening parade, battalion drill and the 
new physical drill.

NAVAL ACADEMY. 

Delegate Catron, of New Mexico, who some time ago 
created some comment by designating his two sons to 
West Point, one as alternate to the other, has succeeded 
in passing one in at Annapolis and has expectations that 
the other will enter West Point on the March examina- 
tions. Judge Catron had his West Point boy the alter- 
nate to-the one taking the Naval Academy examination, 
and intended had the latter failed to have the former 
enter the contest and send the rejected boy to West 
Loint. 


The excitement created by the announcement that two 
colored boys had been appointed cadets to Annapolis at 
the recent examinations turns out to have beén without 
due foundation, or else the young men having heard 
stories of the treatment extended former members of 
their race who applied, decided not to take advantage of 
their appointments. ‘the young men were said to have 
been appointed from Chicago and a California district, 
and great consternation was created among the naval 
cadets when it was reported they might have colored 
youths as classmates. The Navy Department is never 
informed by Congressmen making appointments whether 
the boys are white, black or Indians, and so has no offi- 
cial information relative to the reports that among the 
recent cadets designated to appear at Annapolis were two 
colored boys. 

There is already some discussion among Army and 
Navy oflicers over the prospects of the rule being re- 
scinded prohibiting Annapolis and West Point encounter- 
ing one another in football, but while the Secretaries 
have not been approached on the subject the chances are 
not favorable to the institutions again meeting on the 
ball field. If permission should be given there is no 
question that a fine game would be presented and the 
contest close and exciting. Many officers of both serv- 
ices approve of the two schools contesting annually in 
both football and baseball, if the discipline and studies 
were not interfered with by the time necessary to prac- 
tice. ‘The superintendents of the academies are under- 
stood not to approve of any relaxation of the Depart- 
ments’ decisions on the ground that the games disconcert 
the cadets and obstruct their course of studies. 


RECENT DEATHS. 


Col. William S. Oliver, a distinguished officer of Mis- 
souri Volunteers during the war, died Aug. 14, at Kn- 
senada, Lower California. ‘The greater part of his serv- 
ice Was with the Army of the West, under Gen, Grant, 
and he was several times mentioned in dispatches for 
conspicuous gallantry. At the siege of Vicksburg, at 
Grand Gulf and at the battle of Shiloh he was com- 
mended for his bravery, and was with Sherman on his 
fumous march through Georgia to the sea. In April, 1863, 
Gen. Grant caused the following letter to be written to 
Col. Oliver: “You are hereby relieved from duty as 
Master of Transportation and will resume the command 
of your regiment. In making the order the Major Gen- 
eral commanding directs me to return you his thanks 
for the gallant manner in which you ran the blockade 
at Vicksburg and Grand Gulf and the efficiency with 
which you have discharged your recent position. At the 
earnest request of Maj. Gen. Logan and Brig. Gen. Ste- 
venson, who say your regiment cannot do without you, 
this order is made.” 

Gen. James Dada Morgan, who died at Quincy, UL, 
Sept. 12, served during the Mexican War as Captain of 
the Ist Illinois Infantry. In April, 1861, he was ap- 
pointed Lieutenant Colonel of the 10th Lilinois Inf., soou 
afterwards Colonel, and Brigadier General of Volunteers, 
July 17, 1862. For his gallantry at the battle of Ben- 
tonville, N. C., he received the brevet of Major General. 
After the war Gen. Morgan returned to his home w 
Quincy and devoted much of his time in furthering pub- 
lic enterprises. At the time of his death he was presi- 
dent of the Army of the Cumberland and treasurer of 
the Soldiers’ Home. 

Officers of the Army who have served along the Upper 
Missouri will learn with sincere regret of the death at 
Fairhaven, Wash., Aag. 15, 1896, of Thomas Hender- 
son; who was for many years the post trader at Poplar 
River, Mont. His quaint humor, no less than his honest 
character and his generous nature will be pleasantly 
remembered by those with whom he had either personal 
or business relations. Mr. Henderson possessed to an 
eminent degree the qualities that endear one to his fel- 
low men. Many will feel that in his death they have 
lost a friend. 

Ernest M. Kraubs, boatswain mate at the United 
States Naval Academy, Annapolis, died Sept. 10. He 
was thirty-three years old. A widow and two children 
survive him. 


Capt. George S. Hoyt, Q. M., died at Helena, Mont., 
of apoplexy on Thursday morning, Sept. 17. He was 
born in New Hampshire and appointed to the Army fromm 
Wisconsin in 1867. From 1861 to 1865 he was in the 
volunteer service, serving with the 7th Wisconsin Infan- 
try. He entered the Quartermaster’s Department in 
1889. His death creates a vacancy in the Quartermes- 
ter’s Department. 

Mrs King, who died at Greenfield, Mass., Sept. 15, 
was the widow of Bvt. Lieut. Col. Cornelius Low King, 
who resigned from the Army July 30, 1868, and has 
since died. 
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THE STATE TROOPS. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 

The following extracts from the reports of Army offi- 
cers to the War Department on the Division Encamp- 
ment of the Pennsylvania National Guard, at Lewistown, 
from July 18 to 25, will be found of interest. Col. Sam- 
vel S. Sumner, (th Cav., says: There is no ambulance 
corps. Six or eight regiments had ambulances; these 
would probably be pressed into general use in case of 
emergency; many instances for practical use occurred, 
owing to prostrations from heat, ete., and the service 
was prompt and efficient. The proportion of guard pres- 
ent was remarkably large, over 98 per cent. Experience 
has demonstrated that brigades can be concentrated in 
twenty-four hours and the division in thirty-six to forty- 
eight hours. The railroad facilities in Pennsylvania are 
so great that the troops can be moved with wonderful 
rapidity and accuracy. The officers feel confident that 
from 90 to 95 per cent. would report, and have several 
instances to cite in support of their assertion, notably 
Homestead, in 1893. It would undoubtedly be a great 
strain on a large proportion of the guard to enter active 
service for sixty days. It would mean loss of employ- 
ment to many. I doubt if 90 per cent. of the Guard 


as now enrolled could be safely counted = on, 
but in many cases the ranks would be 
filled by ex-members of the Guard or new men. 


The esprit is apparently so high that most of the men 
would never consent to see their companies go off with- 
out them; they would stand by their colors, even at great 
personal sacrifice. Many regiments have the canvas leg- 
ging, while one regiment has a special laced shve or boot. 
ithe shoes worn by the men were of all styles. 1 am in- 
formed that the State has an open contract for a cer- 
tain pattern of shoes, which is to be turnished on de- 
mand; it is not deemed advisable to issue shoes unless 
necessity requires it. This matter of proper foot gear is 
of great importance, and would become prominent at 
once in case the men were required to make marches of 
any distance. I noticed in several organizations a uni- 
form shirt. If practicable, it would be an advantage to 
issue a woolen shirt. In a general way I can report that 
the tentage was ample for the force in camp and of good 
quality. The messing was by company and appeared 
amply provided in every way. The ration, I believe, cor- 
responds to the Army ration in variety and quantity. The 
efticiency of the general staff and division and brigade 
staffs was a matter of some surprise; one rather expects 
weakness in this corps in citizen soldiery or volunteer 
armies. The manner in which the troops were assembled 
and dispersed, the care of men in camp, the clear mili- 
tary style of orders, the thorough inspection, indicated 
that the officers performing staff duty were thoroughly 
versed and able to render valuable assistance to their 
chiefs. The command was being either drilled, inspected 
or reviewed most of the time. I noticed at the review 
given the Governor, that a number of companies marched 
past with shoulders practically. locked, and little or no 
free swing of the left arm; their step was a trifle short 
and about 110 to the minute. Where the music gave 
the proper time the step was faster, and the movement 
venerally more elastic. If this matter is of importance, 

think the habit will be found to exist mostly in the city 
companies and where the men do more or less parading 
in the’ streets. The best evidence I saw of the efticiency 
in drill was on the day the Major General Commanding 
paraded the division, including cavalry and artillery and 
made a complete change of front in 20 minutes. I noticed 
the difficulty of brigade and division officers of the day 
in heing properly recognized. In large commands like 
this and where officers are not personally known to the 
men, some distinctive badge of oflice seems necessary; 
perhaps the sash worn over the shoulder, and which has 
been discarded by the Army, will be found of service 
when dealing with large bodies of soldiers. I did not 
observe any instruction in outpost duty. It would seem 
advisable to have one additional troop of cavalry added 
to the Guard. The advantage of a three battalion organ- 
ization for infantry is probably as well understood and 
appreciated in the Pennsylvania National Guard as in 
the regular service, and the difficulties in the way are 
perhaps similar; it means either a reduction of organiza- 
tions with personal hardships, or an increase in_ the 
foree. In conclusion, 1 wish to say, that in my opinion 
the National Guard of Pennsylvania is a body of well 
disciplined and eflicient soldiers; active service would, of 
course, rub off some awkwardness and peculiarities that 
must always exist in men unaccustomed to daily military 
life, but in all essential matters they are prepared for 
any call made on them. The general tone and feeling is 
noticeably high, and the manly respect for rank and 
position shows a proper appreciation for obligations vol- 
untarily assumed. The gradual promotion and the care- 
ful supervision over all appointments, is perhaps the 
greatest factor in making this guard proficient, and with 
such a system, it may be safely aaael that the Guard is 
strongest as a unit under its own officers and when com- 
manees by the Generals they have learned to respect and 
obey. 


Repert of Surgen Hoff on Medical Department. 


Maj. John Van R. Hoff, Surg. U. S. A., in his report, 
says: While, undoubtedly, the organization of the medi- 
cal department is adequate to meet the current require- 
ments of the division under present peace conditions. 
it is not in accordance with the recognized scheme of 
modern battlefield sanitation, is not equal to the demands 
of war service, and is, therefore, to a limited degree only, 
the model upon which the sanitary department must be 
organized should the time come—and it probably soon 
will—for the 800,000 unorganized and ununiformed soi- 
diers of the Commonwealth to be called into active serv- 
ice. By reference to the sanitary organization of several 
of the great armies, we find that in campaign the lines 
of assistanee are, to all intents and purposes, identical. 
The regimental sanitary detachment (medical officers and 
hospital corps), the ambulance company, and the field 
hospital, are recognized as being as much a part of the 
necessary military orgaprization of each division as are 
the engineers, the signal corps and other staff troops. 
Long experience has taught that any military body 
which depends upon regimental sanitary aid alone must 
of necessity abandon its wounded, or be deprived of its 
medical department when the regiments change ground. 
To learn this lesson cost us many valuable lives in the 
early years of the War of Secession before the organiza- 
tian of the ambulance corps and divisioa field hospital. 
It is not presumed that Pennsylvania, any more than 
other States or nations, wil! in peace time organize a san- 
itary department equal to the requirements of active 
service, But it is hoped that the military authorities of 
that State, ever fhoas aovh to advance the efficiency of its 


splendid .military body, will be able to organize at least 
one ambulance company (64 strong), and one field hos- 
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pital (46 sirens) as a model upon which others can be 
formed when that occurs for which soldiers alone exist. 
The regimental sanitary organization, as it is to-day, can 
be very little improved upon, except to make the enlisted 
personnel permanent, and the medical officers depart- 
mental as well as regimental. These changes, with an 
increase of the number of non-commissioned officers to 
three—one for each battalion—would leave nothing to 
be desired. I have not entered into the details of the 
suggested organization, but would be glad to help to 
work them out. In my inspection of the regimental hos- 
pitals, the supplies seemed to be ample to meet the cur- 
rent requirements of the command, but there was little 
uniformity in the kinds of medicines in use—or in the 
number of their packing. I observed that the medicines 
were, to a large extent, in liquid form—necessarily con- 
tained in bottles, heavy, bulky and fragile. No. particu- 
lar objection can be urged against this for a fixed camp, 
but for a marching command medicines in a solid form 
are in every way preferable. There seems to be no official 
equipment for the sanitary department, such as medical 
chests, panniers, etc., common in other armies. No litter 
slings observed were comparable with those recently 
issued to the hospital corps of the Army. The hospital 
corps pouches were not uniform as to contents or man- 
ner of packing. I was glad to observe that the hospital 
corps knife still formed a part of the equipment of that 
hospital corps. Surg. Hoff recommends that all med- 
ical officers and the enlisted men of the hospital corps be 
organized into a sanitary department, and that they be 
assigned to duty with such troops as the service may 
demand. Such an organization of the medical depart- 
ment is almost universal, except among our State forces, 
where the identical organization we inherited from the 
British during the Revolution still obtains. 2. That 
regimental (three battalions) sanitary detachments shall 
consist of three medical officers, three non-commissioned 
officers, and five privates. 3. That one ambulance com- 
pany be organized, to consist of three medical officers, 
one quartermaster, sixteen non-commissioned officers, 
two artificers, two musicians, thirty-one privates. 4. 
That one field hospital be organized, to consist of four 
medical officers, one quartermaster, seventeen non-com- 
missioned officers, one artificer, forty-nine privates. The 
organization of the ambulance company and field hos- 
pital, above detailed, are borrowed from the British, and 
represent the result of their experience since our War 
of the Revolution. 5. That the equipment of the differ- 
ent organizations of the sanitary department shall be, as 
nearly as possible, uniform. 6. That a systematic course 
of instruction and text books for the hospital corps be 
prescribed. I do not presume that it would be practi- 
cable to at once carry out all of these recommendations, 
even should they be approved, in whole or in part, by 
the State authorities. It would, however, be entirely 
possible to make a paper organization such as is here out- 
lined, and such as we must have in event of war, and to 
gradually build up an actual organization in accordance 
therewith. 


Report of Captain James Leyden. 


Capt. James A. Leyden, 4th U. 8S. Inf., in his report, 
says: The medical officers are all men of high profession- 
al standing and the hospital stewards are reported to be 
well informed pharmacists. While in camp I assisted 
and gave instruction to several volunteer signal parties, 
who were practicing with improvised equipments at such 
times as they could secure from other duties. The intel- 
ligence and aptitude of these men impressed me most 
favorably. Although from the size of the camp ground, 
and the distance which separated the brigades, many of 
the features of brigade camps could be noticed. The 
sround selected could not well have been better. At 
zewistown I witnessed the entraining of a cavalry troop, 
horses, equipments, men and officers were aboard the 
train ready to start in fifteen minutes from the time of 
their arrival at the loading ramps. The greater part of 
the labor incident to this departure was done in seven 
minutes. At the principai points of concentration, 1 find 
that there are no prearranged plans for the encampment 
or accommodation of the troops after their arrival. This 
question should receive attention, General plans detailing 
where the troops are to go and how their supplies are to 
be gotten to them woulkd avoid much trouble and delay at 
a time when such annoyances tell most upon discipline. 
There are no definite plans for emergencies. The officers 
of the Quartermaster’s Department are thoroughly fa- 
miliar with transportation questions. There are, moreover, 
among the officers and men of the Guard enough railroad 
employés to take charge of the transportation of troops 
by rail, independently of the railroad companies. n 
connection with the question of transporting troops it is 
not improper to record here a statement made by Mr. 
Frank Thomson, vice-president of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
read, in the presence of the Major General Commanding 
the Army, Gov. Hastings of Pennsylvania, Gov. Lowndes 
of Maryland, and a number of staff officers. Mr. Thom- 
son said: “In 1861 the railroad officials were happy when 
they succeeded in landing in Washington five or six 
thousand men per day. ‘To-day, the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, if it receives an order at midnight can easily, with- 
out interfering with its regular traffic, land in Wash- 
ington 100,000 men, from the States of Maryland Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey. The same number could be 
transported to the lake frontier in the same time.” In 
nearly every company some old and worn waist belts 
were observed. ‘The leather in these had greatly de- 
teriorated, and for both service and appearance they 
should be replaced. The McKeever cartridge boxes 
were all in good condition. The brass work of the equip- 
ments was as a rule well cared for, although in some 
companies it was entirely neglected. The woven car- 
tridge belt is not a part of the equipment. 

All companies, troops and batteries are equipped with 
canteens, tin cups, meat ration cans, knives, forks and 
spoons of the service patterns. But few organizations 
brought their full service equipment with them to camp, 
bringing instead crockery or granite iron ware for mess 
service, 

The majority of company officers carried signal 
whistles for the extended order drills. There was no uni- 
formity in pattern or tone of these whistles; some of 
them could not possibly have been heard oh a firing line. 
Some regiments appeared in a serviceable gray flannel 
shirt, which, like the shoe, has been adopted by the 
State. There were few of these regiments, the greater 
number being remarkable for the various styles of white 
linen collars which appeared at inspection. As a rule 
the clothing was of a standard color and quality and well 
fitted to the persons of the men. In the City and Sheri- 
dan Troops the horses were nearly all owned by their 
riders. In the Governor's Troop the horses were hired. 
All horses used by the artillery are hired. The cavalry 
horses were fairly good, those of the City Troop being fine 
and well bred. he artillery horses were mostly large 
draught horses heavier than necessary, and of course un- 
accustomed to the methods of harnessing and driving the 
service requires. The improvement from day to day in 
both teams and drivers was very marked. The army 
regulations are followed as closely as the different condi- 
tions will allow. Each officer accountable for State 
property is under bond for the safe keeping and condition 
of such property. Returns are rendered on blank forms 
furnished by the Adjutant General. Twice each year 


the books and papers of each organization are inspected 
by brigade or division inspectors. Irregularities thep 
noted affect the figure of merit or comparative rating of 
the organization. Such books and papers as I observe 
were neatly and carefully kept. 

In nearly, if not all organizations, the food is pre. 
pared by regularly enlisted cooks; as a consequence the 
very best results were obtained. The kitchens were gep- 
erally clean and neatly kept. All subsistence stores were 
furnished by contractors. The division commissary js. 
sued in bulk to the several brigades. The brigade com. 
missaries issued in bulk to the regimental commissaries. 
who in turn issued to the separate organizations oy 
duly approved ration returns. Extended order drills, re. 
quiring much more room than most companies coud 
command at home, also received much attention. The 
progress and improvement in these exercises was not so 
marked or gratifying. ‘The brigade drills were well ey- 
ecuted. The ability to handle large commands was mani- 
fested by the division and brigade commanders. A tep- 
dency towards the old shoulder to shoulder way of 
marching was observable in most of the companies, but 
the alignments were well kept in all organizations. It 
seems to be difficult for band musicians to play at the 
rate of 120 steps to the minute and at the same time take 
a thirty-inch step. The proficiency of the Guard in close 
order movements is very good; in extended order movye- 
ments it is only fair. The spirit of the extended order 
formation is not grasped by the majority of ‘company ofli- 
cers. The non-commissioned officers, upon whom sy 
much depends, are not familiar with their duties as squad 
and section leaders. It follows that the men do not com- 
ply with the commands or signals of their leaders with 
that dlarcity and snap which the drill demands. The 
idea that this is a “*go-as-you-please” sort of drill prevails 
generally. One feature of the drill, however, seems never 
to be omitted—a liberal amount of cheering after 4 
charge of about thirty yards. The commands, simple as 
they are, were rarely given correctly; the objective was 
hardly ever designated; the advance by rushes was not 
well timed or executed; in short, the drill seemed to be 
wanting in object. In the best executed formation for at- 
tack 1 witnessed, the officer commanding the firing line 
opened a rapid fire when the line of scouts was still fifty 
yards in advance of him. There were no field exercises 
properly speaking. Part of the schedule for each brigade 
required the location of a line of outposts. This gen- 
erally resolved itself into posting a line of sentinels with 
a few supports; the distances and intervals taken were 
always small. The National Guard of Pennsylvania rep- 
resents the military establishment of a government of 
about six millions of people. The ofticers generally are 
men prominent in political, social and financial affairs in 
the districts from which they come. Many of the senior 
ofticers are men who saw service during the War of the 
Rebellion. The undoubted high state of efficiency of 
this volunteer military organization is due entirely to a 
continuance in the Guard of these prominent and ex- 
mage men. Their example and the discipline they 
1ave cultivated will not be lost when they cease to be 
A spirit has been fostered that is of 
the highest military value. The enlisted men represent 
the better elements from all parts of the State. In set- 
up the city companies appeared to better advantage than 
those from the country. Not enough attention is paid to 
this part of the recruit’s training. So far as I had oppor- 
tunity to observe there was unhesitating obedience to 
orders on the part of the enlisted men. Salut®s were 
generally given in a soldierly manner. Blouses were 
not always kept buttoned when out of camp; salutes 
given in this condition were careless and slouchy. Some 
officers were observed who were as careless as the men 
in this matter. In no one subject has the Guard ad- 
vanced so much as in that of guard duty. I recommend on 
purely military considerations: 1. A three battalion or- 
ganization for all infantry regiments. 2. The formation 
of a cavalry squadron and an artillery battalion having 
no connection with the brigade organizations. 3. The or- 
ganization of a signal detachment of one officer and 
twelve men in each brigade. These men should be 
skilled bicyclists and beside the usual flag, torch and 
heliograph service, they should be instructed in the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of field telephone lines. In 
division camps they should be united and formed into 
a provisional company, receiving orders from division 
headquarters only. 4. That practice marches and field 
exercises be encouraged in all organizations. [For this 
service a full equipment of shelter tents should be pro- 
vided and issued when requested. Full itineraries and 
topographical maps should be required of all such exer- 
cises. 5. That the enlistment of privates be limited to 
not more than two terms of three years each. That the 
re-enlistment of non-commissioned officers, who have 
worn chevrons for a year prior to the expiration of serv- 
ice, be authorized until such non-commissioned officer 
reaches forty years of age. 6. That suitable field ovens 
and camp fire irons for open air cooking be issued each 
organization. 7. That skirmish figure targets be secured 
and, in all military team matches in target firing, firing 
at these targets be made a special feature.

restored from date of dismissal. The Senate rejected 
the nominations, but the President renewed them and the 
same were confirmed. The First Comptroller U. 8S. Treas- 
ury Department, decided that these officers were entitled 
to pay from date of dismissal. The New York “Sun” 
published quite a lengthy editorial on the subject at the 
time. Will you kindly give me the names of these offi- 
cers and the facts? Answer.—The War and Navy De- 


partments stave that no such cases as referred to were 
ever presented to them. it is probable that in the Army 
case “O}l Vet.” refers to the case of Maj. Ben. Runkle, 
who during President Hayes’ administration was _ re- 
stored to the Army after being dismissed by sentence of 
G. C. M. through a technicality, but he was never re- 
nominated by the President, but simply restored by the 
War Department. The Controller of the Currency never 
rendered any opinion holding that Army officers dismissed 
and restored were entitled to pay from the time of their 
dismissal to that of restoration to duty.

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SXEUNT OLD FORT OMAHA. 

Presumably the last chapter in the history of old 
Fort Omaha as a military post is closing with the auc- 
tion sale of condemned Quartermaster’s stores this week, 
says the “World-Herald.” The leafy and grassy post, 
out of date in point of construction, but dear to many an 
Army man and his family, has been enlivened recently 
with a swarm of commercial speculators, mustering 
equal to a full regiment, at the opening of the sale. 
Sergt. Coady, the veteran postmaster, has asked the post- 
office discontinued, as the income is not enough now to 
buy cigars. Sergts. Allison, Driscoll, Yager and Collopy 
have gone, or are going, to Fort Crook. Sergt. Campbell 
does not know what his billet will be. Sergt. O’Brien 
will soon retire and rejoin his family at the quarters 
outside the old post, with Sergt. Coady for a neighbor. 
Capt. Clark, Lieut. Penn and Maj. Lauderdale, with 
about thirty-five men, who are going to Fort Keogh to 
join their comrades of the 2d Infantry, still remain, but 
all expect to leave by the middle of September. 


FORT LEAVENWORTH. 

A Fort Leavenworth correspondent writes: “Every- 
body turned out to view the sham battle Tuesday. There 
were four companies of infantry and two troops of cav- 
alry on each side, and each had a wagon train. One 
force wore the regular blue, and the other fatigue brown. 
Lieut. Col. L. Wheaton, 20th Inf., was in command of 
ihe browns, and Lieut. Col. H. Carroll, Ist Cav., of the 
blues. The two forces assumed a relative distance of 
twelve miles apart. Each officer moved his command in 
the direction and in the manner he thought best for pro- 
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tecting his own forces and gaining any position of ad- 
vantage over the other force. It was 10 A. M. when the 
two forces met near the department range, and for sev- 
eral minutes the air was filled with the sharp ring of 
the carbine, and the volleying of infantry. The occasion 
was quite a success and demonstrated amply the efficient 
condition of the troops.” 





EFFECTS OF DECEASED ENLISTED MEN. 


For many years past the War Department has been 
beleagued with applications from the relatives and 
friends of enlisted men who die in the service for trans- 
portation of the personal effects of the deceased soldiers 
to their homes at public expense. Such applications 
have been uniformly refused under existing regulations, 
No. 1120, which provides for the transportation of the 
“authorized change of station allowance of baggage’ 
for officers and men “who die in the service from their 
last duty stations to such places within the limits of the 
United States as may be the homes of their families, or 
may be designated by their legal representatives or 
executors.” Private soldiers have no change of station 
allowance, allowance of baggage, and A. R. 1101 fixes 
an allowance of 100 pounds for non-commissioned officers 
and fifty pounds for privates, but the same regulation 
provides that this allowance will accompany the man 
on the conveyance by which he is transported, “and 
will include the number of pounds of baggage carried 
free on the passage ticket.” Since all transportation 
companies (except stages) carry 150 pounds of baggage 
free on passage ticket with each passenger the enlisted 
man is cut out of any change of station allowance to be 
carried at public expense. 

It is interesting therefore to note a recent decision of 
the Secretary granting the transportation to his home 
of the personal effects of a soldier who died at Fort 





Custer, Mont., to the extent of 150 pounds, the quantity 
carried free by transportation companies when a soldier 
travels. This will, no doubt, be hereafter used as q 
precedent and will be regarded as a felicitous ending of 
a long want of the regulations which, by its most rigid 
enforcement, has for many years given enlisted mep 
and their relatives and friends just and continued cause 
for complaint. , 

“General Instructions for Clearing Ships For Action,” 
is the title of a recent publication issued by the Bureay 
of Navigation. It is the work of Capt. F. A. Cook, pre. 
pared under the direction of Adml. Ramsey. 


There seems to be a movement along the line to secure 
the passage of the law for the retirement of the en- 
listed men of the Army—compulsory after thirty years’ 
service on the active list. One writer says: “The same 
rule should apply to them as to commissioned officers, 
The present system retards deserving non-commissioned 
officers of the line from well merited promotion until 
they have passed the age of limit, or have become other- 
wise disqualified for promotion.” 











LIGHT DRAFT RIVER STEAMERS. 


The Marine Iron Works, Dominick street, Chicago, 
have just made a contract, for shipment to a_ foreign 
Government, for a small, powerful and very light draft 
river steamer. They will build the Machinery, fittings 
and equipment complete, but the hull will be shipped in 
“knock-down shape,” the Company sending men to desti- 
nation and set up and erect the work and start it in 
operation.

Professor Lucius Pitkins, Ph. D., Analytical Chem- 
ist of New York says: *‘A filter is essentially a sieve, 
and the organisms which it must stop intheir pass- 
age, are to put an average figure, but one twenty-five 
thousandth of an inch in diameter.
